Midwestern Type Of Farm Program Used Successfully 
In Production Of Livestock By Hack Hutchinson 


By Bill Reece 
It’s only a distance of a few, 
miles from the outskirts of Por- 
terville to the Hack Hutchinson 


ranch on west Olive street, but as 
you leave the highway and turn 
into the ranch proper, you are, 
agriculturally speaking about two 
thousand miles away. 

For in farm practice, the ranch 
is as typical a midwestern farm as 
you are likely to see in any Iowa 
community. 

"The first sight that greets you 


is the long line of whitefaced cat- | 


tle (175 in number) with heads 


bobbing leisurely up and down as 
| tney munch contentedly on their 
|morning’s ration of bright green 
jalfalfa hay in the farm feed lot. 
Darting in and out and between 
the stamping hooves with an in- 
difference peculiar to pigs, are a 
part of the farm’s swine herd 
whose main chores are to “police” 
the grounds within the corrals. 
One has only to observe their 
plump posteriors to acknowledge 
‘their superiority at the custodial 
task. 

Close by is the big feed barn 
which ,warehonses: the ,hay and 


grain crops from last year’s har- 
vest. Piled high at one end are 
the remaining sacks of shelled 


corn from the original 3,000 
bushel crop, of which a portion 
went to market in the bellies of 
140 head of hogs, fattened in fin- 
ishing pens 45 days prior to go- 
ing to market. 

Pyramided in the central sec- 
tion of the barn, in bulk form, is 
the ranch-mixed cattle rations, 
consisting of corn, alfalfa and cot- 
tonseed hulls, used as a supple- 
ment for the fattening herd and

a Chinchilla breeding project at 
their ranch between Lindsay and 
Strathmore. 

The Daleys have constructed a 
new building and installed the 
most modern equipment to house 
their ‘‘farm animals,’ and over 
the coming weekend — Saturday 
and Sunday — they are holding an 
open,house for anyone interested 
in seeing how a Chinchilla coat 
gets its start. 

Representing the Fur Breeders 
Agency, the Daleys now have 18 
animals at their T & V Chinchilla 
ranch. These animals grade 86 
or better in quality of fur (which 
is quite high) and a pedigree rec- 
ord, including numbers in litters, 
is kept on individual animals just

brood cows. 
Surrounding the corrals and 
fattening pens are lush fields of 
newly planted irrigated pastures, 
seeded last fall after the corn was 
gathered. With ‘the arrival of 
warmer weather, to dry the rain 
soaked fields, the cattle will be 
turned out to pasture (which has 
been fenced into 25 acre plots) 
and allowed to graze in a rotation 
program that calls for stock being 
moved to new fields each week. 
Under last year’s program, the 
farm followed rather closely the 
accepted midwestern farm prac- 
tice for a corn, pasture and live- 
stock program. About 85 percent 
of the corn crop was: harvested, 
the remainder was left in the 
fields to be “hogged’off’’ by the 
cattle and feeder hogs for the dual 
purpose of ridding the fields of 
uncultivated grasses and to re- 
store soil fertility. Of the harvest- 


cob, some shelled and some ground 
together with the cob. 
- On an average, the harvested 
85 percent yielded 125 bushels 
per acre. The variety sown was 
Pioneer brand number 352 on row 
spacings of 32 inches. Planted 
the first of March, the crop was 
fertilized with sulphate of am- 
monia at the rate of 500 pounds 
per acre. The crop required but 
two cultivations and five irriga- 
tions. Mr. Hutchinson points out 
that cultivation is followed more 
to build a bed than to control 
weeds, inasmuch as the plants are 
shallow rooted and need the add- 
ed soi] to preserve moisture. Har- 
vesting was done by hand with a 
labor cost of 25 cents per bushel. 
This year, the farm intends to 
do a little experimenting. The 
plan is to use an ensilage cutter 
and strip cut a day’s feeding while 
the corn is still green, then re- 


As for the future, he plans to 
continue and even expand his 
present program. He states that 
both our climate and soils\are well 
adapfed to this type of farming. 

In this respect, there seems to 
be little dobut that many farmers 
of this area who are faced with 
curtailed cotton plantings will be 
following in Mr.

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the most adverses conditions, 
purely out of sentiment. But on 
the other hand, the last depression 
was equally as tough for those 
who sought contributions as. well 
as for those who sought business. 
Besides, few concerns can afford 
the luxury of sentimentality with- 
out some compensating features. 


Actually, I found most business- 
es were experiencing some drop in 
sales, but the pattern was not con- 
sistant. Few reported severe drops, 
most moderate and some none at 
all. If any of the business heads 
were overly worried it wasn’t evi- 
dent. There was some concern 
among the younger business 
people but the old-timers were in- 
clined to regard the drop with a 
philosophy, born of experience. 

In my opinion, the use of the 
word depression to describe the 
period through which we are pass- 
ing is a misnomer. The truth is, 
we simply have gone from a sell- 
ers’ to a buyers’ market with a 
stiffening resistance upon the part 
of the buyers. 

In both instances buying is de- 
creased, but the distinguishing 
difference is that in a true de- 
pression sales are depressed be- 
cause the buyer lacks the means 
with which to purchase, whereas 
in the present period, sales are 
down because the seller lacks the 
means to sell, namely, salesman- 
ship. 

For most firms the transition 
should be little more than a re- 
adjustment and result only in 
temporary losses, for most did not 
succumb to the era of the fast 
buck and permit their business to 
lapse into a state beyond repair. 
If you’re the type of business 
man whose customer relationships 
were not unduly strained during 
the easy money period, you have 
little to worry about. On the oth- 
er hand, if in the past, your ethics 
were questionable, then I would 
say — so is your future. 


Perhaps I’m a hard guy to sell. 
But having spent the last few 
weeks doing a little selling my- 
self, I'm now convinced that the 
hawkers of tough times found no 
easy pickings. Plenty of listen- 
ers — but few takers.

Barley Equals 
Corn In Ration 


For Laying Hens 
By Ralph L. Worrell 


Farm Advisor 
Feeding trials indicate that bar- 


ley is as good as corn in a high- 
efficiency ration for laying hens. 
In California, barley is usually 
less expensive than corn. 

The feeding trials, reported to 
the Agricultural Extension Service 
in Tulare county by the Univer- 
sity of California poultry husban- 
dry laboratory in Berkeley, showed 
no difference in production be- 
tween hens fed barley and others 
fed corn. Egg weights and shell

pounds of feed per dozen eggs.) 

A high corn ration appears to 
have no advantage over a high 
barley ration as far as egg produc- 
tion is. concerned, university in- 
vestigators found. The chief fac- 
tor influencing the choice of these 
grains in an all-mash ration, they 
said, would appear to be the cost 
of the grain.

Garden Cross

IN EARLY APRIL

Growers of plums and nectar- 
ines who were unable to, control.

The Rag Gulch Ranch was the 
center of the sheep business and 
after 1906 was the Quinn family 
home. The family had lived on a 
small ranch near Poplar until the 
older children, John and Margaret , 
were graduated from Porterville 
High School. | 

The younger children, Tom, 
Arch, Clee, Mary and Mildred at- 
tended the Quinn School with the 
Carver and Villard children, driv- 
ing the three miles to and from 
home in a spring wagon with an 
iron-jawed old roan horse, named 
Monte, in full charge of the trip. 
All drinking water was carried in 
a burlap-draped demi-john. A 
spring. wagon was the horse and 
buggy version of a light pick-up 
and the first and second graders 
sat in back dangling their heels. 
The front seat was usually reserved 
for the teachers, who boarded with 
the family. 

The ranch was situated beside a 
“dug well” in the river bed of Rag 
Gulch, which was so named be- 
cause miners working in the foot- 
hills to the east threw their dis- 
carded clothing into the Upper 
Gulch and these rags were washed 
idown in the ‘spring freshets, if 
and when there was enough rain 
to bring the Gulch down. Five 
Dogs was a picturesque name for 
one tributary of Rag Gulch. The 
origin of this name is veiled in 
mystery but it is believed that 
a sheepherder with five dogs 
camped there.
